Last week the Northampton edition of 
this newspaper ran the headline 
‘Ex-wino weds centre worker’. 

The story was about Reg, an alcoholic 
in recovery, who was marrying one of 
the workers at the centre which had 
helped him through some dark times. 
Using the term ‘wino’ prompted two 
emails over the weekend. They were 
both upset about the word. One writer 
said she knew Reg. 

“Firstly, my reaction to the headline 
was that of offence, what a horrid title, 
could you not have thought of an alter¬ 
native like, recovering alcoholic?” 

The second writer made no claim to a 
personal relationship with Reg but felt 
it was a shame that a cutting that 
would have made a nice scrapbook 
keepsake had been spoiled by the 
headline. 

She added: “Homelessness and alco¬ 
holism are subjects that a lot of people 
wish to brush under the carpet; label¬ 
ling people that suffer from these 
problems as ‘winos’ exacerbates the 
whole problem whereby the general 
public just view them as ‘wasters’, a

drain on services - sitting around on 
the streets causing a nuisance.” 

My gut reaction? 

The Oxford Dictionary is very straight¬ 
forward in defining wino as slang for 
alcoholic. News should be written in 
the language of the people who read it. 
This newspaper does not measure its 
tone by the standards of a wedding 
album. 

I spoke to Reg on Monday. Reg wasn’t 
upset for himself, he was calling 
because everyone around him was 
upset. I had a lot of sympathy with 
that position. 

I told him what I would do. He wanted 
a letter to show his family, which he 
has now got. I also sent him a copy of 
our Wellingborough edition which had 
a more scrapbook friendly headline. 
The headline was a different shape 
and therefore different wording. 
Finally I said I would do this: lay it all 
out honestly, criticisms intact and my 
thinking in this column. 

And I would like to add I am sorry for 
upsetting you Reg. It was an insensi¬ 
tive word to use.

An unusual ‘petition' 
written on a mattress 
drawn up in protest 
against the bedroom tax 
was rejected and thrown 
out of the council cham¬ 
ber as it did not meet 
official ‘standards'. 

The petition, which was 
organised by 

Northampton People’s 
Assembly and Occupy 
Northampton, was 
signed by more than 100 
during Northampton 
Carnival on June 8 and 
presented in the 
Northampton Borough 


Council chamber at a 
meeting on Monday 
night, but was immedi¬ 
ately removed by securi¬ 
ty staff and not formally 
accepted. 

Phil Leach, of Occupy 
Northampton, said: “The 
dictionary definition of a 
petition is ‘A formal writ¬ 
ten request, typically one 
signed by many people, 
appealing to authority 
with respect to a particu¬ 
lar cause.’ The mattress 
petition, which we col¬ 
lected messages from the 
people of Northampton, 
was ‘appealing to author¬ 
ity with respect to a par¬ 
ticular cause’, the ‘bed¬ 
room tax’, so we are out¬ 


raged that the petition 
has been rejected.” 

A council spokesman 
said: “We disposed of a 
graffiti-covered mattress 
that was handed to the 
Guildhall on Monday 
night. It did not contain a 
petition, so could not be 
dealt with as such. A 
petition is normally rec¬ 
ognised as being a writ¬ 
ten submission which: a) 
requests the authority to 
take or cease to take 
action described in the 
petition, which b) is 
signed by a number of 
persons who live, work or 
study in the authority’s 
area. The mattress did 
not meet this standard.”

Rushden Lakes 
inquiry finished

THE planning inquiry for 
Rushden Lakes has reached 
its conclusion after 12 days 
of evidence and cross exami¬ 
nation. 

Planning Inspector, Harold 
Stephens heard evidence 
from development and plan¬ 
ning experts, MPs, an MEP, 
district councillors and resi¬ 
dents about the proposed 
development of the old Skew 
Bridge Country Club and dry 
ski slope site on the edge of 
Rushden. 

The application proposes to 


develop on a 244 acre plot of 
brownfield land, with 31 
acres of development land, 
sitting alongside the A45 on 
the edge of Rushden. 

The proposal would 
include: 

- a home and garden centre 

- retail units across 
three terraces 

- a drive-through 
restaurant and 
space for up to 
four waterfront 
restaurants 

- a hotel and 
creche 

- a boathouse/ 
activity centre and 


visitor centre 

- improved footpaths and 
cycle routes 

- access to neighbouring 
tourist attractions such as 
Stanwick Lakes 

- a lakeside visitor centre 

A decision by the Planning 
Inspector is expected in 
December.

crutches and held 
together with 40 metal 
staples. 

“I have pretty much full 
movement back in my 
arm and leg although I 
have lost some sensation 
in my arm and leg but I 
really did have a lucky 
escape. Heartbreakingly, 
my toddler, Freddie, was 
sitting in his highchair 
looking into the garden 
and saw me fall and lying 
on the floor bleeding. 

“He was definitely 
shocked and didn’t want 
to get in his highchair for 
some time afterwards. It 
even took a little while 
before he would come to 
me when I came out of 
hospital. He is fine 
now.” 

Mr Edwards had 
nothing but 
praise for the air 
ambulance ser¬ 
vice, which 
took such 
good care of 
him on that 
dramatic 
day on June 
24. 

He added: “The team¬ 
work, speed, decision 


making, communication 
at every stage of my res¬ 
cue was nothing but per¬ 
fect. 

“Thanks to the air 
ambulance service I was 
airlifted to the best major 
trauma hospital nearly 
30 miles away. The jour¬ 
ney took under ten min¬ 
utes by helicopter but 
would have been an 
excruciating 50 minutes 
by land. 

“It was fantastic to 
recently meet the crew 
and have the chance to 
say thank you in person. 
Having worked within 
healthcare for 15 years, I 
never cease to be amazed 
by how good our system 
is in times of crisis and 
no different. 
“To think 
that the air 
ambulance 
service is a 
charity and is 
run entirely 
on donations is 
just outstand¬ 
ing and a credit 
to all involved.”

A father has spoken of 
his horror at being 
impaled on metal rail¬ 
ings following a fall - all 
before the eyes of his ter¬ 
rified toddler son. 

Matt Edwards was 
working on an extension 
to the back of his house, 
in Weedon, when the lad¬ 
der he was standing on 
gave way, leaving him to 
plunge 10ft onto the 
metal lattice below. 

Mr Edwards said: “I was 
dangling about a foot off 
the ground suspended by 
metal rods through my 
arm and leg. 

“Somehow my wife 
managed to lift me off 
the lattice and onto the 
ground. 

“It all happened in slow 
motion and as I fell I 
remember making 
myself twist my body to 
actively miss my spine, 
head and organs. Lucky I 
did or it would have been 
a very different story. 

“My wife quickly 
stemmed the bleeding 
and called 999. A fast 
response vehicle was 
first on the scene fol¬ 
lowed by land crew. 

“I then heard the whirl 
of engines as the air 
ambulance helicopter 
hovered looking for 
somewhere to land. 

“I was operated on the 
very next day to open up 
and check the wounds 
for debris and assess 
nerve damage. I had suf¬ 
fered deep lacerations, 
torn muscles and had 
bruised the nerves to my 
arm and leg. I was home 
a few days later on

The visit to Wellingborough this 
week was part of the final week of 
his challenge, which started back in 
March. 

It ends on Sunday when he com¬ 
pletes his final stage in London.

SECRET wildlife treasures 
across the county are 
passed by hundreds of 
motorists every day. 

These are the 30 wildflow- 
er verges which are scat¬ 
tered across 

Northamptonshire. 

The verges can be identi¬ 
fied by a marker post at each 
end and sometimes 
throughout the verge, to 
show the extent of the pro¬ 
tection. 

Each protected Wildflower 
verge has a specific and pre¬ 
scribed management 
regime to ensure the wild- 
flowers are managed appro¬ 
priately. 

Such management regimes 
may involve a single late 
summer cut of the grassy 
verges to allow plants time 
to flower and set seed. 

This will allow plants time 
to thrive and provide nectar 
during the summer for but¬ 
terflies and bees. 

EmmaPerry, Sustainability 
and SHEA Manager 
Northamptonshire 
Highways said: “We have 
road verges which we have 
to cut on a regular basis 
which will encourage more 
wildlife.

verges across the county 
and have a special cutting 
regime which we have to fol¬ 
low. 

“We have a grass cutting 
time table for these verges 
which needs to be adhere to 
and the verges can only be 
cut at certain times of the 


year. 

“We have to follow specific 
guidelines. 

“Even on ordinary verges 
we have to check there are 
no protected species, there 
are no bats or birds nesting 
and there are no rare trees. 

“We started the contract 
for looking after the verges 
five years ago and we have 
done a lot of scrub manage¬ 


ment to insure they improve 
now and in the future.” 

Some of the verges are 
through villages while some 
are on roads like the A43. 

MGSWP carries out sur¬ 
veys on the verge on a five 
year rolling programme, 
meaning every verge will get 
surveyed at least once every 
five years. 

These surveys enable the 
verge to be assessed for its 
condition and to make sure 
the management regime has 
been assigned is suitable. 

Emma added: “We can get 
told about verges which 
have wildflowers like 
orchids by members of the 
public and our staff.

Declare 
gains to 
HMRC 


UK tax residents who have 
undeclared capital gains on 
property disposals have 
until August 9 to notify 
HMRC of their intent to 
make a disclosure - or face 
possible prosecution. 

That is the warning from 
tax experts at Moore 
Stephens Chartered 
Accountants in Corby. 

The rules apply to those 
who have a rented property 
holiday home or even a 
main residence where pri¬ 
vate residence relief may be 
restricted (because, for 
example, it has been let dur¬ 
ing the period of owner¬ 
ship). 

Calculating the capital 
gain is the responsibility of 
the individual. Once that is 
worked out, an HMRC tool 
can be used to calculate the 
tax, interest and penalties 
due, although this will only 
work for disposals after 
April 6, 2007 - earlier liabili¬ 
ties will require manual cal¬ 
culation. 

Losses may be offset in the 
same year or carried for¬ 
ward to future years subject 
to conditions including time 
limits. In some cases, a val¬ 
uation of the property may 
be required, for example 
where the property was 
inherited, gifted, acquired 
or sold to a connected party 
or acquired before March 
31, 1982. 

Pete Simons, tax partner at 
Moore Stephens, said: 
“Although the campaign is 
primarily focused on gains 
made since April 2007, 
transactions up to 20 years 
old may be disclosable if the 
failure to declare them was 
deliberate. People who have 
sold property but not 
informed HMRC should 
seek urgent advice.” 

Taxpayers may use 
HMRC’s Post Transaction 
Valuation Check service to 
agree a valuation. For more 
information visit www.

What does the Supreme Court 
Judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others mean to you? 


The Supreme Court delivered its 
judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others ("Prest") on 
Wednesday 12 June 2013. 

At the heart of the case was the 
question of how far the family courts 
could make orders against assets in 
company structures by using Family Law 
to achieve this, despite existing rules of 
Company Law. 

The Husband held a number of valuable 
property assets within company 
structures, which were being used as a 
way to try and defeat the Wife's financial 
claims arising from their Divorce. 

In essence the Supreme Court has 
answered this question by saying there is 
a single set of laws which apply whether 
in a Company or Family Law jurisdiction. 
Despite this the Supreme Court was 
able to distinguish this case on its facts 
to find that the Husband was entitled 
to the properties within the company 
structures and so they could be made 
the subject of financial orders in favour 
of the Wife. 

Due to very specific circumstances of 
this case, it is by no means an open 
door through which to attack company 
structures in order to bring business 
assets into a matrimonial settlement. 
However it is clear the Family Courts 
have at their disposal a very wide range 
of powers to ensure there is a fair 
sharing of assets, as part of a Divorce or 
Dissolution of a Civil Partnership.

DAVID Artell may have become 
something of a forgotten man at 
Northampton Town in the eyes of 
many, but the centre half has 
come right back onto manager 
Aidy Boothroyd’s radar following 
the news Kelvin Langmead looks 
set to miss the start of the season. 

The 32-year-old joined the 
Cobblers last summer on a two- 
year contract and made an imme¬ 
diate impact, scoring on his debut 
in the 2-1 win over Cardiff City in 
the Capital One Cup. However, an 
injury suffered in the Johnstone’s 
Paint Trophy tie against Colchester 
United was the start of a spell in 
the wilderness. 

Artell spent the next three 
months on the sidelines recover¬ 
ing and was then loaned out to 
Wrexham for the rest of the sea¬ 
son. But with Clarke Carlisle retir¬ 
ing and Langmead needing 
exploratory surgery on his knee 
injury, he could well find himself 
back in the frame. 

Tuesday night’s friendly against 
Cogenhoe United was Artell’s first 
appearance in a Northampton 
shirt for nine months, where he 
lined up alongside trialist Darren 
Purse in the centre of defence, and 
Boothroyd was pleased with his 
contribution. 

“He has come in, done a very 
good job and I wouldn’t expect 
anything less from him,” said 
Boothroyd. “He is a good profes¬ 
sional and with Kelvin’s injury we 
might end up needing him. 

“Very early on I said nobody is 
ever out of it until they are out of 
it, and he comes into the reckon-

ing because our captain is out of 
the moment. 

“I’ve not been looking at centre 
halves because I’ve known Kelvin 
Langmead was coming back, I’ve 
got Darren at the club and we’ve 
got Dave Artell back. 

“It’s not something that has been 
a priority, but depending on the 
length of time he [Langmead] will 
be out I’ll clearly have to do some¬ 
thing about it.” 

Boothroyd also has decisions to 
make regarding trialists Gary 
Deegan, JJ Hooper and Lateef 
Elford-Alliyu, although it is likely 
they will all get another chance to 
impress in Saturday’s pre-season 
clash with local rivals 


Peterborough United at Sixfields. 

Midfielder Deegan, who left 
Scottish Premier League side 
Hibernian after his contract 
expired at the end of last season, 
has quietly but effectively gone 
about his business in the friend¬ 
lies against Sileby Rangers and 
Cogenhoe, scoring a 25-yard stun¬ 
ner in the latter. 

But it is the goalscoring exploits 
of ex-Newcastle United youngster 
Hooper, 19, and former Crawley 
Town winger-cum-forward 
Elford-Alliyu, 21, which have got 
everyone talking in the first two 
pre-season games. 

Hooper notched a hat-trick 
against Sileby, while Elford-Alliyu 


got four in the 6-0 win at Compton 
Park. Boothroyd has been pleased 
with them, but is weighing up his 
options before a decision is made. 

“We’ve got to balance it out with 
where we are with our budget, 
with who is going to be fit for the 
start of the season,” said 
Boothroyd. “But even from the 
last games they’ve played in and 
the weeks we’ve had them, the 
dynamic of the group is different. 

“There is a lot more running 
power and a lot more football 
being played, so I want to have the 
right balance to attack and defend 
in a variety of ways. I’ve got a bit of 
thinking to do about all of the 
guys on trial.” 


Patient approach has paid off for Duck 


JOEY Duck learned that patience 
is a virtue during her agonising 
spell on the sidelines and she 
believes it is finally paying off 
after finishing fifth in the 200m 
at the Sainsbury’s British 
Championships.

“But I think actually being 
away from it made me start 
enjoying it again. 

“I think in training it’s started 
to come together, in racing it’s 
frustrating because I’m not 
where I know I’m capable of. But 
as my coach said, patience - 
that’s my key word.” 

Duck’s personal best remains 
the 23.46 she clocked back in the 
summer of 2008. Though she was 


not quite back on top form in 
Birmingham, she believes the 
experience of competing with 
the nation’s best again will hold 
her in good stead. 

“I was trying to race myself fit 
and things might have come a 
little too late, but this year was 
about trying to get back,” she 
said. “I’ve proved something to 
myself. I’m a bit annoyed with a 
part of my race and I wanted a 
season best. 

“But it was learning that I’ve 
got to come back to racing and 
be in this kind of environment 
again. I managed to scrape 
through to the final which was 


unexpected so there are plenty of 
positives. 

“I have a feeling I’ll be at my 
best towards the end of the sea¬ 
son which is fine for me. Now I’m 
targeting to get back to where I 
was, running 23 seconds and 
lower at the top with the best of 
the girls where I know I can be.”

SO far, both Northamptonshire Steelbacks and 
Steven Crook have been enjoying a renaissance 
in 2013. The former sits top of the Midlands/ 
Wales/West division in the Friends Life t20 
after last night’s 11 run victory over Somerset 
at the County Ground, which came thanks in 
no small part to the latter continuing the 
impressive form he has shown since returning 
to the club last winter. 

On this occasion, Crook shone with the bat. 
His career-best Twenty20 score of 63 from just 
36 balls, including three fours and four sixes, 
held together an innings which may otherwise 
have floundered thanks to three wickets each 
for Yasir Arafat (3-21) and Craig Meschede 
(3-36). In the end, the target of 151 proved too 
much for the away side, and only Craig 
Kieswetter (38) and Jos Buttler (37), whose own 
future at Taunton is up in the air over a lack of 
wicketkeeping opportunitues, offered any real 
resistance. 

Given the continuing warm weather condi¬ 
tions, it was no surprise Steelbacks skipper Alex 
Wakely opted to bat first. However, they lost 
Richard Levi - centurian the previous day in the 
win at Gloucestershire Gladiators - for just one 
when he was trapped LBW third ball after play¬ 
ing all around an Arafat delivery. New man 
Cameron White then lasted just two balls, fail¬ 
ing to trouble the scorer after being caught by 
Buttler on the the square leg boundary trying to 
pull the Pakistani pace man. 

Northants were wobbling on 2-2 just five balls 
into the innings, but some steady batting from 
Kyle Coetzer and Wakely saw them through the 
powerplay. Wakely survived a stumping attempt 
while on eight off legbreak bowler Max Waller in 
the seventh over, but was only able to add six 
more to his score before being caught and 
bowled by Meschede the following over. 

Scotland international Coetzer continued to 
hit out in a bid to keep the run rate up, yet this 
proved his undoing in the tenth over after holing 
out to Alfonso Thomas for a brisk 34 from 31 
balls, giving Meschede his second victim. There 
were few signs of the onslaught that was to fol¬ 


low though, with Crook taking the game to the 
Somerset bowling attack in typically aggressive 
fashion. 

He bludgeoned two consecutive sixes in the 
14th over - one of which cleared the fences and 
went into a nearby garden - en route to a maiden 
Twenty20 50. It arrived with a single two overs 
later from just 28 balls, although he lost batting 
partner David Willey (11) the following delivery, 
caught by James Hildreth off Meschede, to bring 
their fifth-wicket stand of 61 to an end. 

Matt Spriegel made just eight before being 
bowled by Thomas, while Crook’s one-man rest- 
sistance was ended when he was caught by Nick 
Compton in the deep off Arafat’s bowling. 
Thomas then snared David Murphy (one) LBW, 
but James Middlebrook and Lee Daggett saw the 
Steelbacks to 150-8 at the end of their 20 overs. 

Somerset made a positive start to the reply, but 
it was Crook who broke a dangerous-looking 
stand in the fifth over when former England 


batsman Marcus Trescothick skied one to 
Middlebrook, falling for 22 from 12 balls. Peter 
Trego went for no score the following over, pick¬ 
ing out Middlebrook at mid-on from Muhammad 
Azharullah’s bowling after being roughed up by 
a bouncer from the Pakistan-born pace man the 
ball before. 

The out-of-form Compton also fell to 
Azharullah in the same over, edging him to 
wicketkeeper Murphy, while Middlebrook 
trapped Hildreth LBW as he attempted to revere 
sweep. The off-spinner also had dangerman 
Kieswetter caught for 38 on the boundary by 
Spriegel in the 14th over as the required run rate 
began to climb. Any hopes of Somerset salvag¬ 
ing the game were ended by two run outs - first 
a brilliant direct hit from Willey to remove 
Meschede and then Daggett getting big-hitter 
Buttler with a throw to Willey from deep cover.
